4.4 Editors-in-Chief and the General Manager will be responsible to adhering to the 
guidelines set in these Media Board By-laws. 

4^5 A representative from the Current Sauce will attend all Student Senate meetings, and 
the minutes of each meeting will be printed in the Current Sauce. 

( 4.6 The Editors-in-Chief and the General Manager will be responsible for maintaining at 
< least 15 office hours per week. 

C 4.7 The Editors-in-Chief and the General Manager must post his/her office hours in a 
conspicuous place in his/her respective office.

5.1.3 Be in good academic and disciplinary standing with the university at the 
time of application and maintain that standing through out his or her term. 

5.1.4 Have completed at least 45 credit hours as determined bv the Office of the 
Registrar.

THEREFORE, Let it be resolved that The Current Sauce reporters be required to keep an 
audio tape record of interviews pertaining to printed articles for one calendar year. In an 
event where interviewee wishes not to be taped, let there be written documentation kept 
on file of denial to record with signatures of both, interviewer and interviewee. As stated 
in the Louisiana Constitution, Article I, Section 7, the interviewer will be liable for any 
abuse of the right to press ensued by the article.

WHEREAS, the student body entrusts the Senate to dispense of their collected money in 
a responsible manner 

WHEREAS, in the past^confusion in club sports has led to improper dispensation of 
funds in regards to the club sport being a recognized organization on campus. 

WHEREAS, new organizations are entering our campus environment, written regulations 
are needed to guide the Senate as to how to appropriate the funds properly. 

WHEREAS, fundraising and lack thereof is a major part of the questioning of a club 
sport at every level of our student government 

WHEREAS, to ensure that club sports properly prepare in advance to raise funds is a 
spoken desire of the Senate 

WHEREAS, earlier this semester the Senate amended the By-Laws under External 
Affairs so that it would be a more fitting description of its actual duties and so as to help 
future members fulfill their responsibilities (Bill FA- 009) 

WHEREAS, legislation # 94- 53 shows that the Senate in 1994 asked that the Flight team 
raise $4, 270 of the $11,850 needed. The legislation also reveals that after the team 
raised $2, 758 a new budget agreement was reached. 

THEREFORE LET IT BE RESOLVED, that the Fiscal By- Laws be amended to read as 
follows under section 3.1.1 

3.1.1.1 Any club sport seeking to receive money from the club sports funds must be a 
recognized organization on campus by the Committee on Organizations and be a member 
in good standing 

3.1.1.2 Any club sport who petitions the club sports committee for money must either 
raise or co\ er thirty percent of the total amount requested. 


3.1.1.3 The petitioning club sport must make its request at a club sports meeting at least 
SIX weeks in advance of when the funds are needed. 

. Exceptions to 3.1.1.2 and 3.1.1.3 can be made only by 

nresenting the case to Fiscal affairs. A simple majonty of Fiscal Affairs Department 
at one of its official meetings is required to potentially allow the case to be brough 
before the Senate pending the decision of Fiscal. 


3.1.1.4 All recommendations from this committee must first be approved by Fiscal 
Affairs and then the Senate

4.4 All policies of the Northwestern State University Policies and Guidelines of 

Computer use Will be observed while working on a computer in the SGA office. 

4.5 The Student Technology Advisory Team funded the computer lab for the Student 

Government, thus the lab is to be used by elected or appointed members of the 
SGA only. 

4.6 It is the job of the Speaker of the Senate to keep careful watch over any and all 

software and computer use in the Senate Computer Lab that may be in violation 
of the above guidelines. 

4.7 Any senator in violation of these guidelines will receive two warnings from the 

Speaker of the Senate, on the third violation the senator will be put on 

administrative evaluation by the SGA Vice-President, the fourth infraction will 
result in the Senator being up for removal in the next official Senate Meeting
